CHARGE IV: VIOLATION OF THE UCMJ, ARTICLE 134 


SPECIFICATION 1: in that Specialist (E-4). Michael S. Wagnon Il, U.S. Army, did, at or near Forward 
Operating Base Ramrod, Afghanistan, between on or about 1 January 2010 and on or about 31 February 
2010, possess a skull taken from.an Afghan person’s corpse, which conduct was prejudicial to the good 
order and discipline in the armed forces and was of a nature to bring discredit upon the armed forcés. 


SPECIFICATION 2: In that Specialist (E-4) Michael S. Wagnon IE, U.S. Army, did, at or near Forward 
Operating Base Ramrod, Afghanistan, between on or about 1 May 2010 and on or about 17 May 2010, 
wrongfully endeavor to impede an investigation in the case of U.S. ¥, Wagnon by obtaining a computer 
hard Grive and asking another Soldier to erase incriminating evidence from the hard drive which conduct 
was prejudicial to good order and discipline in the armed forces and was of a nature to bring discredit 
upori the armed forces.
